Steve Waterman is a member of the FEMA’s Regional Emergency 
Communications Coordination Working Groups (RECCWG) for FEMA 
Regions 4, 5 and 10. He serves as the chair of the FEMA Region 4 
RECCWG AuxComm subcommittee. He also serves as the 
Emergency Services Coordinator (Winlink) for the Tennessee 
Emergency Management Agency. 


First licensed in 1955, Steve has been very active in ham radio. He 
was Director of the Development and Assistant Dean of the Graduate 
Management School for Vanderbilt University. He joined a telecom 
software and consulting company where he retired as partner after 2 
plus years. He is also co-founder of the Winlink Global Radio E-Mail 
system, and is the immediate Past President of the Amateur Radio 
Safety Foundation, Inc. (ARSFI), a 501 c (3) organization — the 
organization that funds the Winlink system. He currently serves on 
the Board of Directors of ARSFI and is a member of the Winlink 
Development Team. He is the Winlink Administrator for all services 
offered by Winlink.

Antenna and Tower Gear 


1. HyGain DX-88 trap vertical antenna, 80-10 meters including WARC 
bands. $ 35 

2. Cubex 5 Band Quad, currently set up for 20 M, 17M, 15M, 12M, and 
10 meters. Comes with classic “Cubical Quad Antennas” Book to help 
you adjust quad to your needs (Bill Orr/ W6SAI) $35 

3. Tri-Ex tower, 2-section crank up on fold-over base. ~ 36 feet (plus 
mast) when extended. 20 feet tall collapsed. Would be great for 10, 6 
or 2 Meter beam or vertical antenna. Weighs roughly 80 pounds. With 
fold-over base $50. 
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feet collapsed. It would easily fit into the back of a 20 or 26 foot U- 
Haul truck but needs 2 people to move. It also has an 8 foot mast 
getting you up to about 60 feet. It has 3 sets of guy cables, plus a 
rotator and controller $100. 

5. Ham Radio books, about 15-20. Many ARRL covering beam, wire, 
vertical antennas, etc. $4 each. If interested I'll send you the list of 
titles.
